Firm s with less than $100 million

to

m erchants —can nine their prices as 
of Sunday, provided they post a list 
of prices that prevailed during the 
freeze. Those with sales between $50

million, 
as 
previously announced, will have to 
submit price change reports every 
three months but the others will be 
subject only to random spot checks. 
The only price increase guideline 
the government laid down Thursday 
was a general one: it wants to hold 
average price increases across the 
economy to a rate of no more than 
2.5 per cent per year.

Nixon announced the appointment of Butz, 62, Thursday. Butz succeeded 
Clifford M Hardin, who will join Ralston Purina Co. ol St. Louis as vice 
chairm an in charge of the com pany's research and development. 
Nixon said Hardin had decided to leave because he had had an 
exceptionally attractive offer" in private business Ronald L. Ziegler, the 
White House press secretary', said the appointment did not signify any 
change in administration farm policy. 
But Butz, who served as an assistant agriculture secretary under Ezra 
Taft Benson during the Eisenhower years, immediately cam e under fire 
from Democratic National Chairman Lawrence F. O Brien. O'Brien said 
Butz was an architect of Benson s policies and would bring them back. 
O Brien described Butz as a prominent consultant and board m em ber of 
... corporations that farm the f a r m e r s '" 
And Rep. 
William Scherle, P Iowa, a critic of Hardin's policies, 
commented when told of Butz 
appointment, “ Oh, hell, not another 
professor.” 
"I was hoping we d have a man of the soil but I don't know about the man 
and am going to reserve judgm ent." Scherle said. 
Butz. introduced by President Nixon at a news conference, promised to 
seek help for hardpressed farm ers. Nixon predicted Butz would be a 
"vigorous advocate of the interests of farm ers, just as Secretary Hardin 
was." 


After serving in Benson's departm ent, Butz returned to Purdue where he 
was dean of agriculture for 10 years. He has been Purdue's dean of Continu­

They said the enzyme may help to prevent dotting disor­ 
ders such as heart attacks and pulmonary embolism 
The chemical affects one blood component that is essen­ 
tial to clotting It removes it from the circulation of the 
blood making effective clotting impossible.

The oil slickers 


The charwoman swabbing the 
floor of the Standard Oil of New 
Jersey building has a higher Federal 
tax rate than the company for which 
she works under the crazy American 
tax system. 
Standard Oil had income of $2 4 
billion last year and Judy O’Grady 
had income of $6,000. She had a tax 
rate of 16 per cent; Standard s was 
only 10.8 percent. 
Senator 
William 
Proxmire 
inserted 
in 
the 
Congressional 
Record (October 27) the 1970 list of 
biggest oil companies, their income 
and taxes, compiled annually by Oil 
Week, 
calling 
the 
figures 
“a 
disgrace. ” Standard Oil of Ohio on a 
tidy little income of $66 million paid 
no Federal tax at all according to 
these figures but got a 10.4 per cent 
credit, which it can apply to abate 
taxes in the future. 
Giant Texaco with income of $1.1 
billion had a tax rate of only 6.4 per 
cent; Standard of California, 5 per 
cent; Atlantic 4.1 per cent and Gulf 
only 1.2 per cent. This compares 
with 
the 
normal 
rate 
for 
corporations in other industries of 
around 40 per cent. 
As for the big oil campanies 
altogether, 
they 
earned 
a 
lip- 
smacking $8 8 billion in 1970 (only 
$8.0 
billion 
in 
1969) 
and their 
average tax rate was 8.7 per cent, up 
from 7.3 per cent last year 
The 
increased 
tax 
rate 
was 
nothing to scream about though you 
would have thought that the world 
was 
coming 
to 
an 
end 
when 
Congress under the leadership of 
Wilbur Mills passed the so-called 
Tax Reform Act of 1969, which 
reduced their precious 27*2 per cent 
depletion allowance loophole to 22 
per cent. Candidate Richard Nixon 
went 
all 
over 
Texas 
in 
1968 
repeating that he would never let

anybody bully the po’ little ol oil 
industry: "I continue to believe that 
America s security requires the 
maintenance of the current oil 
depletion

Reformers have been denouncing 
the allowance for 40 years; tough 
little Harry Truman in his 1950 tax 
message said 
he knew of “ no 
loophole so inequitable.” 
Actually, the cut to 22 per cent 
didn't amount to much for, as 
maverick Senator and presidential 
candidate Fred Harris (D.. Okla.) 
observed, the effective rate was 
probably around 23 per cent. The 
new figures show Harris was right: 
taxes are a mite higher and profits 
are bigger than ever though, in 
fairness, part of that is due to 
inflation. 
What it means is that the average

The 
anger may be there but it hasn’t 
surfaced yet. 
President Nixon in 1969 fought any 
cut in the depletion allowance and 
maybe the Texas oil barons will be 
grateful 
to 
him 
next 
year, 
particularly if John Connally is his 
running mate. 
The Treasury sets the tax loss of 
all this at $1.6 billion but Harvard 
professor James Q Wilson guesses 
$5 billion, if oil import quotas are 
included 
You see, in addition to 
juicy tax loopholes the industry gets 
tariff protection from quotas that 
cause Americans to pay more than 
the going world price. 
Meanwhile, Judy O'Grady scrubs 
the 
floor. 
She 
hasn't 
read 
HALFWAY TO TAX REFORM, the 
scornful book of Messrs. Ruskay and 
Osserman (Indiana Press) about the 
1969 act. Oil, in short, is guarded as 
carefully by solicitous politicians as 
the President is by Secret Service 
men; it gets a tax break and a tariff 
break and it is given every Federal

Lawmakers hope to adjourn 
by Thanksgiving, or at least 
Christmas.

s e s s i o n . 
T h e 
1940 
legislature’s longevity was 
spread over several special 
sessions. 
Nobody took official note 
of the occasion. In fact, no 


m a j o r 
b u s i n e s s 
wa s 
conducted 
in 
either 
the 
Senate or Assembly because 
28 
assem blym en 
w ere 
absent 
as 
w ere 
nine 
senators. 
Five of the Assembly ab­ 
sentees waived their normal 
$30-a-day, tax-free expense 
allow ance. 
So 
did 
one 
senator. 
The others were excused 
on “ legislative business" or 
because of illness and were 
entitled to keep their daily 
allotment. 
Some m em bers of both 
houses 
complained 
about 
their absent colleagues. At 
times,

even present as lawm akers 
left to return home to their 
districts. 


Senate votes exemption 
higher than Nixon request 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI I 
—The Senate went beyond 
what President Nixon asked 
and voted Friday to cut 
everybody’s federal income 
tax in 1972 and future years 
by increasing the personal 
exemption to $800. 
The proposal was adopted 
by a 40-37 vote. It must be 
reconciled with a House bill 
that 
would 
increase 
the 
exemption to only $750 in 
line with Nixon’s request. 
The exemption had been 
scheduled under current law 
to reach that level for 1973 
income. 
The exemption for this 
y ear’s income is now $650 
but other provisions of the 
tax bill would raise it to 
$675. 
A taxpayer subtracts the 
exemption for himself and 
each of his dependents from 
his 
y e a r’s 
incom e 
to 
c a l c u l a t e 
his 
t ax a b l e 
income. 
The Senate action would 
mean a tax cut of about $50 
for an average family of 
four with a taxable income 
of about $12,000 
It would 
d e p r i v e 
t h e 
f e d e r a l 
.Treasury 
of 
about 
$1.8 
billion a year in revenue. 


All Senate additions to the 
House-passed tax bill are 
subject 
to 
action 
by 
a 
House-Senate 
conference 
com m ittee. The House bill 
would reduce business and 
individual taxes by $15.5 
billion in the next three 
y e a r s 
to 
s t i m u l a t e 
consumer 
spending 
and 
business investment in new

The Doctor and his bag of tricks

MILWAUKEE—(NEA)—When Earl Monroe limps off 
into the orange, round-ball sunset at career’s end, let us 
hope he will eventually donate his body to science so that 
it may be dissected and marveled at by students of an­ 
atomy and basketball nuts alike. 
Probing, one will surely find coils for tendons, springs 
for muscles, jumping jacks for corpuscles, a spark-plug 
for a heart, antennae inside ears, a radar set for eyes, 
rubber bands inside legs and, in the arm s, the. stuffing 
that wings are made of. 
A very improbable human specimen. A very improb­ 
able basketball player. He has been called Magic, Doc­ 
tor, Slick, Batman, Black Jesus and, most often, Earl the 
Pearl. Also, Earl the Whirl, for his moves. Earl the Hurl, 
for his shooting. E arl the Skirl, for the way he draws 
fouls. When he played at Winston-Salem College, he was 
the subject of a chanting ode (with apologies to Ogden 
Nash): 
Earl, Earl, Earl the Pearl 
Earl, Earl, best in the worl’. 


Earl is so good he makes a joke of the game, which 
may be why he actually has visions of some day becom­ 
ing a stand-up comedian. He is also an am ateur magician 
and has performed such feats as running a sword through 
Baltimore Bullet team m ate Fred C arter’s throat at half- 
time of a late-season game. And before the play-offs he 
began taking hypnosis courses. It is obvious he com ­ 
municates with a world most of us know nothing about, 
and of which not even he is totally cognizant. 
“ I don’t think anybody can anticipate what I ’m going 
to do,” he says. “How can anybody anticipate what I’m 
going to do when I don’t know what I’m going to do m y­ 
self until I do it? ” 
He has one shot that he describes as a double-pump. 
What it is, is that he goes up into the air to shoot, see, 
and then he stays up there and kind of counts the house 
awhile, then tucks the ball under his arm and takes an­ 
other step up on his invisible ladder and eventually 
shoots. Invariably he gets fouled. Invariably it’s a three- 
point play. 
Another interesting play is when he dribbles toward his 
basket as he faces the other basket.

Schlesinger: Films 
Aren't for Family

HOLLYWOOD—(NEA)—Motion pictures, these days, 
are not family entertainment. And John Schlesinger 
thinks that is the way it should be. 
"Fam ily entertainment,” says the brilliant English 
director, ‘‘belongs right where it is—on the goggle box.” 
But movies are something else. He thinks movies 
should be special, shown in smaller theaters to specialized 
audiences who appreciate them. 
And he believes that directors should simply try to 
make movies for these special audiences and not aim 
at making blockbusters. 
If they want to make money,” Schlesinger says, “let 
them do what I do—I make TV commercials. 1 wouldn’t 
want to do that constantly, but it’s ideal for my purpose.” 
Even though he maintains he doesn’t set out to make 
huge sums of money on his films, he manages to do that 
anyway. Although he has had some flops—‘T a r From the 
Madding Crowd" comes to mind immediately—he has also 
made “Darling” and “Midnight Cowboy,” which were of 
profound benefit to his exchequer. 
And now he has "Sunday Bloody Sunday,” which 
threatens to be one of ’71’s major hits. 
Schlesinger says he works slowly, and the idea for 
“Sunday Bloody Sunday”—a love triangle that involves 
a woman and two men—has been stewing in his mind 
for some years. He was seeking some way to follow 
"Darling," another type of love story. 
The idea, he says, evolved after many conversations 
with Joseph Janni, his producer, and Penelope Gilliatt, 
who wrote it. 
"I had a lot to do with the writing, too,” he says. “I 
suppose I could get a writer’s credit on it, but my name 
over the title is enough.” 
The original title was supposed to be just ‘‘Bloody 
Sunday,” but they decided that many people would think 
the 
Bloody” meant gore instead of what it was, the 
English vulgarism for awful. So they stuck another “Sun­ 
day” in front and, although Schlesinger isn’t too happy 
with the title, it apparently doesn’t matter. 
Now he’s preparing his next, "Hadrian VII,” based on 
the hit play but even more based on the original book. 
“I’m not sure where we’ll shoot it,” he says, "but 
probably not in Rome. I don’t want a literal Vatican, 
but rather a fantasy Vatican, and one doesn’t need to 
go to Rome for that.” 
Schlesinger says he is depressed with the current state 
of the British film industry, particularly with the English 
methods of advertising, promoting and exhibiting films. 
"In England,” he says, “they still think in terms of a 
family show in theaters, with a long, boring program 
complete with a double bill and a boring cartoon and a 
boring documentary, too. And a lot of time in between 
so you can go out and buy lousy ice cream and fake 
orangeade.” 
More and more, to counter that philosophy, he is taking 
a firm hand with the way his films are advertised and 
promoted. 
‘‘I don’t do this to make money primarily,” he says, 
“but so the film will be successful and thus enable me to 
have the freedom to make another film my own way.” 
He has had that freedom since “Midnight Cowboy” but 
sometimes regrets it. He says that “ Midnight Cowboy” 
has been "a millstone around mv neck.”

The oil slickers 


The charwoman swabbing the 
floor of the Standard Oil of New 
Jersey building has a higher Federal 
tax rate than the company for which 
she works under the crazy American 
tax system. 
Standard Oil had income of $2.4 
billion last year and Judy O’Grady 
had income of $6,000. She had a tax 
rate of 16 per cent; Standard s was 
only 10.8 per cent. 
Senator 
William 
Proxm ire 
inserted 
in 
the 
Congressional 
Record (October 27» the 1970 list of 
biggest oil companies, their income 
and taxes, compiled annually by Oil 
Week, 
calling 
the 
figures 
“ a 
disgrace.” Standard Oil of Ohio on a 
tidy little income of $66 million paid 
no Federal tax at all according to 
these figures but got a 10.4 per cent 
credit, which it can apply to abate 
taxes in the future. 
Giant Texaco with income of $1.1 
billion had a tax rate of only 6 4 per 
cent; Standard of California, 5 per 
cent; Atlantic 4 1 per cent and Gulf 
only 1.2 per cent. This compares 
with 
the 
norm al 
ra te 
for 
corporations in other industries of 
around 40 percent. 
As for the big oil campanies 
altogether, 
they 
earned 
a 
lip- 
smacking $8.8 billion in 1970 (only 
$8 0 billion 
in 
1969 > 
and 
their 
average tax rate was 8.7 per cent, up 
from 7.3 per cent last year. 
The 
increased 
tax 
rate 
was 
nothing to scream about though you 
would have thought that the world 
was 
coming 
to 
an 
end 
when 
Congress under the leadership of 
Wilbur Mills passed the so-called 
Tax Reform Act of 1969, which 
reduced their precious 27*2 per cent 
depletion allowance loophole to 22 
per cent. Candidate Richard Nixon 
went

1968 
repeating that he would never let

America’s security 
requires the 
maintenance of the current oil 
depletion 
allowance,”

Reformers have been denouncing 
the allowance for 40 years, tough 
little Harry Truman in his 1950 tax 
message said 
he knew of “ no 
loophole so inequitable. ” 
Actually, the cut to 22 per cent 
didn't amount to much for. as 
maverick Senator and presidential 
candidate Fred Harris (D., Okla. t 
observed, the effective rate was 
probably around 23 per cent. The 
new figures show Harris was right: 
taxes are a mite higher and profits 
are bigger than ever though, in 
fairness, part of that is due to 
inflation. 
What it means is that the average 
citizen who thinks his taxes are too 
high is almost impotent in trying to 
get reform from Congress. Oil

The 
anger may be there but it hasn’t 
surfaced yet. 
President Nixon in 1969 fought any 
cut in the depletion allowance and 
maybe the Texas oil barons will be 
grateful 
to 
him 
next 
year, 
particularly if John Connally is his 
running mate. 
The Treasury sets the tax loss of 
all this at $1.6 billion but Harvard 
professor James Q. Wilson guesses 
$5 billion, if oil import quotas are 
included. You see, in addition to 
juicy tax loopholes the industry gets 
tariff protection trom quotas that 
cause Americans to pay more than 
the going world price.
